JERUSALEM—Dr. J. L. Mag- 


nes, head of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity and leader of the newly- 
formed political party “Ichud” 
which advocates closer contact 
with the Arabs and the forma- 
tion of a bi-national Arab-Jewish 
state in Palestine, this week an- 
nounced that he has come to the 
conclusion that no agreement 
with Arab leaders is possible.

you consider that these girls 
are at the age when it is im- 
portant that they look, and act, 
and think just like the rest of 
the crowd. If three girls are 
organized and the fourth is left 
out, she is heart-sick when she 
is 17 years old. 

And there is nothing she can 
do about it. There is nothing 
definite she can work toward 
with the feeling that when she 
achieves a certain degree of 
knowledge or skill, she can be- 
come one of the group. No. Be- 
cause “they just didn’t hapven 
to choose her” she is to. reraain 
for her entire college career, on 
the outside looking in. 

It wouldn’t be so impcrtant 
if sorority membership were 
not made out to be the height 
of social status which a girl 
must attain to preserve her self- 
respect. 

Unless she is utterly foolish, 
she joins other clubs, and finds 
activity and companionship, but 
since she tried and failed to 
make a sorority, she retains a 
feeling that she isn’t good 
enough, or more likely, that she 
is being unjustly discriminated 
against. Neither attitude makes 
for a well-adjusted personality 

* 

It is an especially vicious 
practice for Jewish girls to say, 
“This is the favored groun. You 
may join and you may not.” 
They are well enough acquaint- 
ed with the unpleasantness of 
religious discrimination so that 
one would imagine they would 
not build new barriers, and 
have an in-group and out-group 
among themselves, based on 
their limited knowledge of peo- 
ple. Often the very girls who 
are left out, turn up later as 
leaders in the community, but 
not before they have been un- 
necessarily hurt. 

And what about the girls who 
are admitted? What do they 
gain actually in return for the 
expense entailed in sorority 
membership? A pleasant home 
to live in, where there is a 
chapter house, companionship, 
dates with fraternity men (who 
in many colleges may not date 
unorganized girls), dances and 
parties. 

Nowadays the dormitories 
are beautiful and comfortable. 
The Union Buildings on many 
campuses provide luxurious so- 
cial atmosphere for affairs. The 
popular, clever, attractive girls 
sought out by the sororities 
would certainly have no diffi- 
culty finding companionship 
and dates, while the shy wall- 
flowers who need help in mak- 
ing friends are not asked to 
join the sorority.

I am sure I shall be answered 
by girls who will tell me that 
there is an intangible feeling of 
loyalty and integrity, and good 
sportsmanship that is gained 
from sorority life, but should 
those undeniably good qualities 
be limited to relations with the 
picked few sorority sisters? 
Why can’t you be loyal to the 
whole university? Why can’t 
you be interested in the wel- 
fare of all the students? You 


go to university to learn how to 
live in a big world, you know. 

No, I’m afraid that the only 
thing that the college girl could 
not have in equal measure if 
there were no such thing as a 
sorority, is the feeling that she 
is one of the socially elite, that 
she has achieved the social am- 
bition of college girls. 
isn’t even as simple as that. It 
must be a “good” sorority— 
creme de la creme. 

Is that the attitude we want 
formed in our girls at the im- 
pressionable age which will de- 
termine the kind of women they 
will become Do we want to 
train in our universities women 
who will use their abilities and 
energies only in exclusive clubs 
and. for causes with prestige? 

I do not mean to imply that 
every girl who goes to univer- 
sity becomes either a snob or a 
frustrated personality. Many 
sorority members are complete- 
ly democratic. And many col- 
lege girls would never consider 
joining a social sorority. They 
do not require the organiza- 
tion’s aid in providing their 
activities and choosing their 
friends. They do not want to 
be limited. 

Outside of their classroom 
time, they join music groups, 
debating societies, Hillel—or- 
ganizations where their ac- 
ceptance depends upon their 
ability to add to the group and 
their cooperation, not upon the 
arbitrary decision of four or 
five young girls. 

The Universities themselves 
recognize the situation, and en- 
courage the formation of activi- 
ties groups rather than caste 
social groups, because they 
realize that as long as the op- 
portunity for snobbery exists, 
there are those who will take 
advantage of it and those who 
will be hurt by it.

LONDON — The first consign- 
ment of food parcels to be sent 
from England to Jews in Nazi- 
occupied Poland with the per- 
mission of the British authorities 
will leave London within the 
next fortnight, it was reliably 
learned here this week. 

The British authorities will 
permit the shipment from here 
of 10,000 parcels monthly to Jews 
in the Polish ghettos. It was 
stipulated that the total value of 
all food packages sent must not 
exceed £3,000, which is about $12- 
000. The parcels will be dis- 
patched from here to Lisbon by 
ordinary parcel post service and 
will be remailed from Lisbon to 
the ghettos. 

No public campaign will be con- 
ducted to raise funds to finance 
the scheme, it was stated here. 
The shipments will be financed 
privately and the funds required 
for the next three months have 
already been secured.

I am surprised to hear that A.T.T. doesn’t 
know Mr. Zilch who is a neighbor of his on 
Fantasia Lane which runs west and gets swal- 
lowed up in the sunset. If A.T.T. will walk 
twenty-three steps down Fantasia Lane and 
then cross straight over he will come to Mr. 
Zilch’s modest house. It is the one with the 
box hedge and the petunias that grow along 
the border of the lawn. There is a mazuza on 
the doorpost. 

If the time is toward evening Mr. Zilch will 
be on the lawn with his hose. He applies him- 
self to the ritual of the hose as soon as dinner 
is over. He is punctilious about this; he must 
be through with the hose in time for the news 
broadcast that at 7:15 takes him around the 
world. 

The time he stretches himself on the couch 
in the living room and tunes in, Mr. Zilch con- 
siders the best moment of his day. The couch 
takes his bones and composes them softly. The 
cushion under his head caresses his mind which 
is troubled enough: The way things are going 
in the world . .. the way life has fallen into 
fluttering tatters for people like him so late in 
their years; it had been like a comfortable old 
suit . . .the dreadful things that have fallen on 
Jews; there was a long time in Mr. Zilch’s life 
when being a Jew was nothing to worry about. 

The soft couch takes hold of him gently and 
lulls his aching senses. Zilch lies there like one 
suspended in an immense hammock that swings 
between Australia and England, as he listens 
to the world-wide broadcast. His life has 
been between these places most of the time 
since we got into the war. Australia is where 
his older boy has been sent; the younger one 
is in England. 

His wife has said that maybe they should 
give up the house they’re in, now that the boys 
have gone and the two girls are married. It’s 
so full of poignant vacancy, so loud with the 
echoes of the children’s laughter; the echoes 
seem to be in all the corners. 

When the world-broadcast is over the an- 
nouncers come in impudently with the baseball 
scores. Mr. Zilch tunes them out resentfully. 
The hell* with that. It’s almost insulting. What’s 
the boy doing in Australia? What’s the one in 
England doing? Who cares what Brooklyn did 
today 

Zilch shuts his eyes. Thank goodness, he 
thinks, there’s the comfort of this couch left. 
It keeps standing in its old place by the win- 
dow. Almost everything else in the world has 
slipped out of place, as after a great earthquake. 
The comfortable, safe old things of human ex- 
istence lie heaped up in a horrible jumble, and 
life itself has become only a dime a dozen. It’s 


- like the old books his wife swept out and hand- 


ed over to the second hand book man when she 
was cleaning house last spring. He paid her a 
dime a dozen for them. They were laughter 


and love and labor and dreams being swept 
away at a dime a dozen. 

But God’s still in his old place, too, Mr. Zilch 
thinks with a sudden pang of his conscience. He 
has kept on believing in God, despite that from 
time to time he discovers himself asking, 
“Where is God in all this?” and “Why isn’t He 
doing something about it?” 

In these moments Zilch feels convicted of 
blasphemy. He drives the impious questions 
from his mind. Yes, he says, it’s a sin to ask 
these questions. He tries to think of evidences 
of God he has witnessed. Well, there is the law 
of God in the perfection of his petunias this 
summer. He remembers that he started them 
from ugly, little brown seeds in the early 
spring-time and they have grown up to be these 
lovely flowers on his lawn. He can’t deny God 
in this miracle. 

God, he thinks, will come through in time, as 
he did with the flowers. He remembers things 
he learned in the religious school? The wrong- 
doers do get what’s coming to them in the long 
run. That’s the experience of human life. It’s 
not just something printed in the school books. 

From thinking on God Zilch comes somehow 
to the matter of being a Jew. The two ideas are 
pretty well mixed up together in his mind. He 
is always conscious of a religious accent when 
he thinks of the quality of being Jewish. 

Despite what he is told, despite the many 
hands that pluck at his coat sleeves “Mr. Zilch, 
come along with us,” or “Mr. Zilch, you can be 
a real Jew only if you take up our way”, he is 
well satisfied with his own concept of being 
Jewish. His idea is that to be a Jew is to be one 
who is obligated by principles of his ancient 
faith to walk on the highest way of personal 
and social conduct, and that’s all there’s to it. 
Why complicate the matter with all these extra- 
curricular activities? Mr. Zilch feels irritated 
by the high pressure salesmen who try to sell 
him a large variety of ways of being a Jew. 

He believes that if he goes in a righteous 
way of life and deals justly and gets along de- 
cently with people and follows in all things the 
paths of his Jewish teaching he is being Jewish 
enough. It’s the way of all men of good will. 

Mr. Zilch is impatient with Jewish leaders 
who try to make of him a special kind of a per- 
son with a special divinity and a special destiny. 
He thinks it’s almost time for the brotherhood 
and brotherhood falls short if some of the fam- 
ily think of themselves as being essentially dif- 
ferent or special. 

Mr. Zilch hopes for a world in which being 
a Jew will be no special identity. A Jew will 
be just one of the people in a world which it 
takes all kinds to make. There are people 
enough in the world who would viciously set 
him apart and why should he acquiesce? He 
must keep himself ready for the brotherhood. 

On these meditations Mr. Zilch descends 
from his couch to the happy amnesia of slum- 
ber.

Joint Distribution Committee 
here from Palestine. 


Pointing out that the list prob- 
ably took considerable time for 
transmission to Palestine and 
thence to the United States, the 
Joint Distribution Commitee 
Stated that many of the people 
listed may have been moved in 
the interim. In releasing the list, 
Joseph C. Hyman, executive vice- 
chairman of the J. D. C. said that: 
“It must be borne in mind that 





there is no possibility of sending 
help from the United States to 
any of these persons at the pres- 
ent time. American war laws 
forbid communication with en- 
emy-occupied countries such as 
Lithuania. We are making this 
list public for the sole purpose 
of affording to relatives of these 
people the only available infor- 
mation as to their whereabouts.”

The editor’s chair, 


I was so infuriated the other 
day by a discussion of the Negro 
problem by a group of Jewish 
people, a discussion in which I 
could: not take part, that when it 
came time for me to present my 
particular: subject —The Jewish 
Post arranging a sort of contest 
among the local Jewish groups 
to see which could get the largest 
number of its members to give 
blood to the Red Cross Blood 
Bank—that I did so poorly I let 
myself be beaten down on the 
age-old assimilationist plaint— 
“Mah Yomru Hagoyim,” “What 
will the Gentiles Say.” 


I hold no brief for the project 
I was trying to arrange for The 
Post, because I know I was right, 
but this Negro problem, discussed 
as if it were something beneath 
the Jew, and only to be consid- 
ered in the light as it might pos- 
sibly affect the Jew, that got me. 
Not ten minutes before one of 
the Jewish men was saying that 
certain non-Jews were perfectly 
willing to deal with Jews in 
business or civic enterprises, but 
that the relationship practically 
never went so far as to include 
social interchange. Then in speak- 
ing of the Negro problem, these 
same men in trying to type a cer- 
tain Negro leader said something 
about him being willing to play 
tennis with you or being willing 
to eat at your house. In other 
words the non-Jews were held 
up to criticism because they 
would not condone a social rela- 
tionship, and here were the Jews 
doing exactly the same thing to 
the Negroes. 


And don’t let me hear anyone 
saying that the position of the 
Jew is different from that of the 
Negro. 


God, who made the Jew, for 
what reason it often taxes me to 
figure out, also made the Negro. 
And it is high time that our Jew- 
ish leadership begin to under- 
stand this. We Jews quake with 
rapture when a non-Jewish lead- 
er takes up for us, but have you 
noticed any Jews taking an in- 
terest in the.~Negro problem lo- 
cally. Negroes are discriminated 
against in a degree which has 
rarely been known by the Jew, 
and yet only in a few isolated 
cases, such as that of Julius Ros- 
enwald and a few others, has the

That Mr. Mantel, although he held the office 
of president of District No. 2 of Grand Lodge 
of B’nai B’rith, and graced that office well, 
should be classed with this group of democrats 
or “radicals” shows how wrong he was, and 
should be a lesson to others who believe they 
can speak out in behalf of changes. 

The first occasion was when, like a thunder- 
bolt at an otherwise ordinary meeting, he rec- 
ommended that the nominating committee of 
the local lodge of B’nai B’rith report at least 
two names for each office. Mr. Mantel won a 
temporary victory then, although he was not 
present at all, at the next meeting when the 
matter was voted upon, and passed by the nar- 
row margin of one vote. And deservedly, The 
Post is sure, this procedure stood on the books 
for only the shortest time, for soon it was found 
that this “radical” move had been illegally in- 
troduced, and could have been made only by 
constitutional amendment. 

The other occasion may turn out to be more 
favorable for Mr. Mantel, but its acceptance is 
still in abeyance.

Publisher of .The Jewish Transcript of 
Seattle, Wash., for 18 years, Herman Horowitz 
Turns Over Paper to Community.—Continuous 
ill health and the disruption of general business 
occasioned by our country’s entrance into world 
conflict has made impossible the further publi- 
cation of the Jewish Transcript by me as a 
private enterprise. 

It was with deep regret that I was compelled 
to face this conclusion as for 18 years I had con- 
ducted the paper. During that time the Seattle 
Jewish community has grown and developed 
religiously and culturally and I had hoped that 
I had played no unworthy part in the city’s 
communal growth. 

I take this occasion to notify the Jewish peo- 
ple of Seattle that I have transferred my entire 
holding in the eo to a. group of public-

The revivification of The Transcript under 
such conditions meets with my entire approval 
and for the new management I have the highest 
hopes that it will serve the best interests of 
Seattle Jewry. 

I wish to take this occasion, from the depths 
of my heart, to express my gratitude to the 
many, who at all times have been loyal to the 
paper and who have given me their support and 
comfort. 

Unity of purpose, harmony and an all out 
effort as Americans and Jews are the watch- 
words of the hour and to this the new paper is 
highly dedicated.

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Freedom of the Press 
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Great Britain was not as truly 
democratic as the U. S. A. and so 
on. Well, when he had finished 
expounding his supposed knowl- 
edge of those subjects, I, a guest, 
much to my regret, had to deny 
most of his statements, for they 
were unfounded and misleading 
to his listeners who apparently 
were as ill-informed on those 
subjects as he was. As a result 
of this incident, I am forced to 
doubt if the members of Jewry 
in Indianapolis are well informed 
on the subject of the Palestinian 
problem and situation in particu- 
lar, so I propose to deal with this 
matter fully and as thoroughly 
as the average Britisher under- 
stands and feels towards it, based 
on what is now historical facts. 

I think the easiest way to give 
a clear picture is to consider first 
the separate position at the end 
of the last war of each element 
in the Palestinian situation in it- 
self, without reference to the 
others. 

To begin, the Near Eastern 
campaign of 1914-18 was an in- 
evitable development of Allied 
strategy. The Allies and Great 
Britain in particular, could not 
allow the Turks, allied as they 
were with the Germans, to 
threaten those vital communica- 
tions of the Suez Canal, and the 
eastern shores of the Red Sea. 
Allenby was ordered to advance 
into Palestine, which he did in 
the late part of 1917, while the 
desert Arabs, led by Emir Feisal 
with the aid of that mysterious 
but gallant man “Lawrence of 
Arabia,” pushed the Turks north- 
wards, and entered Damascus in 
the autumn of 1918. 

Now, after the war, Palestine 
became very important and Brit- 
ish security for her “Life-Line” 
to India and the Far East still 
demanded control of the east 
bank of the canal; development 
of imperial air communications 
made Palestine a potential link 
in air lines to India and the Far 
East; the motor road across the 
desert to Baghdad could be 
reached and the oil pipe-line from 
Iraquian wells at Kirkuk de- 
bouched at the Port of Haifa, 
which was also one of the best 
Naval stations in the eastern 
Mediterranean. These form the 
basic interest in the country, and 
are analogous to those which, in 
the past, have led to the British 
control of Gibraltar, Malta, Sing- 
apore, etc. It is a vital link in 
the communications of a world- 





wide empire, and Great Britain 
cannot be indifferent to its fate. 
In old days she might have an- 
nexed the country after conquest. 
As we all know, she obtained it 
as a Mandate from the League of 
Nations. 


Now from this point it was es- 
sential that the country should 
be stable and prosperous, for a 
weak and divided country offers 
endless opportunity for intrigue, 
and there were and are several 
Powers only too willing to fish in 
troubled waters. 

Now in 1919 there was no such 
thing, so far as its inhabitants 
were concerned, as a Palestinian 
nationality, in the sense in which 
there is Portuguese nationality 
giving fairly clear indications of 
the natural areas of the Portu- 
guese State. The present fron- 
tiers of Palestine, while they are 
more or less familiar to a Jew or 
an Englishman, were only fixed 
after the Versailles Conference. 
The country formed part of two 
Turkish provinces, and its in- 
habitants were just part of that 
vast Arab section of the Turkish 
Empire which stretched from the 
Mediterranean to Persia. They 
did not think of themselves as 
Palestinians, but as Syrians who 
were part of the great Moslem 
world and part of the Arab 
people. 

Hence, on the one hand, they 
identified their situation with 
that of other Arab States in the 
Near East, and, on the other, 
Moslems all over the world were 
interested in their circumstances, 
as Jerusalem is the third holiest 
city in the Moslem world. 

In 1922, when the first census 
was taken of the present terri- 
tory, the Arab population num- 
bered some 664,000, of whom 73,- 
000 were Christians. More than 
half the Moslem Arabs were 
peasants, cultivating about one 
half of the soil of Palestine by 
methods which had altered little 
since bible days. The main rea- 
sons for this situation lay in the 
poverty of the soil and the pov- 
erty of the peasant; and each re- 
acted on the other, keeping the 
unfortunate inhabitants in an al- 
most permanent state of indebt- 
edness. The Arab was neither 
lazy nor improvident; his iron- 
shod wooden plough, his sickle 
for reaping, were the most effect- 
ive instruments within his means. 
Improved cultivation and the ex- 
tension of the area cultivated 
were only possible with modern 
methods of artificial manures and 
irrigation, neither of which the 
farmer could afford. Much of 
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the land belonged to a small num- 
ber of landlords, of whom some 
lived outside the country and 
were entirely uninterested in 
their tenants as long as they re- 
ceived their rents. Of what was 
left much was held communally, 
but even where a village owned 
its own land there was no induce- 
ment to the individual to improve 
his soil, since after a couple of 
crops it passed into other hands. 


A tenth of the Moslem Arabs 
were still wandering shepherds, 
living in tribes, and grazing their 
flocks over wide but vaguely de- 
fined areas. There was no really 
accurate land register, a situation 
which caused considerable diffi- 
culties in the early years of the 
British administration, and now, 
has not been entirely remedied. 


The Christian Arabs lived 
mostly in the towns, and pro- 
vided a high percentage of the 
total professional, official, and 
artisan class. Rich Moslems are 
almost invariably landowners, a 
rich Christian often a merchant 
or official. The urban proletariat 
was small, for large towns were 
few, and commercial or indus- 
trial life extremely backward. 


The Jews are admittedly the 
most ancient and the most recent 
of the settled inhabitants of Pal- 
estine; and, while it is true that 
the circumstances connected with 
their dramatic return to their 
“National Home” are the cause of 
most of the present complications, 
it is also true that Jewish enter- 
prise provides by far the most 
interesting part of the story of 
the last twenty years in Palestine. 

Throughout the last two thou- 
sand years the country has never 
wholly lacked Jewish inhabitants. 
Sometimes they were to be num- 
bered by hundreds, sometimes by 
tens of thousands. They came to 
“the land of Israel” to lament 
the fallen state of their nation, to 
bury themselves in its religious 
life and history, or to die there 
in its holy ground. It is only in 
the second half of the nineteenth 
century that vigorous young Jews 
began to return, and to live, by 
cultivating that holy ground. Out 
of this the Zionist Movement was 
born. Persecution in Russia and 
in western Europe stimulated it, 
and in 1914 there were already 
more than 10,000 Jewish settlers 
owning or cultivating about 90,- 
000 acres of Palestinian soil. At 
the same time those colonists were 
a small minority of the actual 
Jewish population of the country 
in 1914. Most of the population 
of Jerusalem was Jewish, though 
most were of the old-fashioned 
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and religious type who did noth- 
ing to cultivate the soil. Similar 
groups lived in Hebron and in 
the north, but side by side with 
them there was springing up an 
urban population of artisans and 
traders possessed by the same 
ideals which had created the col- 
onies, the rebuilding of a national 
home in the ancestral country. 


But under Turkish rule life 
was uncertain, and their position 
was never secure, and it was with 
relief that they hailed the com- 
ing of the British and the pass- 
ing of the country into British 





control. From the area controlled 
by the British many colonists 
volunteered and took part in 
sweeping the Turks out of the 
country. It was typical of the 
idealism of their whole outlook 
that, within actual sound of the 
booming of the guns, the founda- 
tion stones of a Hebrew Univer- 
sity were laid outside Jerusalem.
